2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art does not teach a 
light sensitive composition comprising a polymer comprising a carboxyl group and a double bond in the 
side chain, an organic borate salt, an ethylenicaily unsaturated compound and a hindered amine or acid 
captor as in amended claim 1 . 

Close art is Sugita et al U.S. patent no. 6,329,442 which teaches a curable composition 
comprising a polymerizable unsaturated compound such as urethane resins with an ethylenicaily 
unsaturated group, a curable methacrylic compound, an organic borate compound and an acid generator.
